THE HAGUE, July 16.—oviet Rus- 
sia twill accept Europe's invitation to 
re-state its case.

The experts 
assembled here have been instructed 
by their home governments to exhaust 
every possible means to reach an ac- 
cord, or the beginning of an accord 
with the Russians, because it is believ- 
ed that any advance made in the solu- 
tion of the Russian problem will con- 
tribute greatly to a betterment of the 
economic aituation as a whole. Not 
many of the delegates tonight are

Equal Rates West and East 


A Senate special committec ap- 
pointed to enquire into conditions 
responsible for the routing of a 
large portion of Canadian export 
trade via American instead of 
Canadian ports, have found that 
two-thirds, and probably 
fifths, of the export trade in Cana- 
dian grain reaches Europe by way 
of United States ports. Of the 
Western Canadian crop of 1921 
no less than 99 millibn bushels of 
wheat went from Fort William to 
Buffalo. ‘Rhe committee advoca- 
ted reduced export grain rates 
and suggested that the govern- 
ment be advised : 

(1) To cause rates to be grant- 
ed upon export grain over the 
Canadian National railways to 
Quebec, Montreal, Halifax, St. 
John and Vancouver, 
would develop trade through the 
above ports. 

(2) Asa corollary'to the recom- 
mendation im-paragraph .one, that 
necessary elevator accommodation 
should be provided by the Domin- 
ion at Canadian ports. 

(3) To arrange with the marine 
underwriters or others in such a 
way that the marine insurance 
rates from Canadian seaports be 
as cheap as from United. States 
seaports. 

It will be observed that reduced 
rates to, and Government eleva- 
tors at, Vancouver are an essential 
part of the commiétee’s report. 


The Present Issue. 

The Irish question is not now @ 
question of the North versus the 
South.

Real Savings? 

It is enid that the more the Brit- 
ish Parliament understands the 
nature of the retrenchment pol- 
iey the Government is adopting as 
a result of the Geddes report the 
more numerous are the crities of 
the change, If that is the case the 
Ministers must have decided to 
translate economy from a plat- 
form generality into a detailed re- 
vision of expenditures. If members 
of the British parliament are any- 
thing like elected representatives 
in this country they would not 
threaten ‘to get rough if the Gov- 
ernment only proposed to retrench 
without cutting down the estim- 
ates.

The Pacific connections of the National rail- 
ways give that system a very great advantage 
in transportation between the prairies and the 
coast, over the rival C.P.R., in the matter of 


mountain altitudes and grades, The C.PR. was 
built originally to develop the southern half 
of the prairies, and the policy of southern de- 
velopment has been followed since. Unfortun- 
ately the mountain passes which give roadiest 
access to the coast from the southern part of the 
» Prairies are much higher, and aro reached by 
much steeper grades than those by which the 
National railways cross the Rocky range. Where 
rates to the coast are brought down to a minimum 
as they must sometime be, the northern route of 
the National system will give it a great advan 
, in comparison with the southern route. 

But while the bulk of the C.P.R. mileage is in 
south it is rot all there. The C.P.R, gives a large 
measure of service to the northern as well as 
to the southern part of the prairies. There is 
a greater C. P. R. mileage operated in the ter- 
ritory which centres in Edmonton than people 
generally recognize. A coast connection by way 
of Jasper pass would give traffic originating on 
this-northern part of the O.P.R system a much 
cheaper outlet to the Pacific coast than that by 
way of the Kicking Horse, 

The Winnipeg and the Calgary branches of the 
C.P.R. serve Edmontofi, and give this city east- 
ern and southern connections. As between Fort 
William and Vancouver, the middle distance on 
the Edmonton-Winnipeg line is at Unity; Sas- 
katchewan, 268 miles east of Edmonton. 

On the Calgary and Edmonton line that part 
south of Red Deer, midway between Edmonton 
and Calgary, may be taken as the section from 
which the Coast couid ‘be most conveniently 
reached by way of Edmonton and Jasper. This 
section is 100 miles long. : 

Joining the Calgary line at Lacombe is the 
‘Coronation-Kerrobert branch, which connects 
with the Moose Jaw-Macklin line. Kerrobert is 
practically at the middle distance between Fort 
William and Vancouver by way of Edmonton. 
From Lacombe and Kerrobert the distance is 22: 
miles, - The connection on the Macklin-Moose 
Jaw line between Kerrobert and Macklin is 47 
miles. 

North-westward from Edmonton the C.P.R. 
operate under lease, with option to purchase, the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and B.C. railway, 475 
miles. . 

On the foregoing calculation the C.P.R. lias 
1,056 miles of productive railway in operation, 
the traffic from which could reach the Pacific by 

a shorter haul, with lower altitudes and better 
grades through the Jasper pass than by. taking 
the ©.P.R. main line across the Rockies. 

But this does not by any means tell the whole 
story. During the four months of. closed St. 
Lawrence navigation it might often*become de- 
sirable to move ‘wheat from points eastward of 
the middle distance on the prairies to an open 
Pacific port. No limit can be set to the distance 
that it might on occasion be desirable to move 
wheat westward; but the mileage just beyond 
the middle distance is certainly worth csanider 
ing. Wilkie, the second divisional point from 
Edmonton on the Edmonton-Winnipeg line is 
only 20 miles beyond Unity. Three short but 
productive branches centre there. Out Knife 28, 
elfield 35 and Kerrobert 44, a total of 107 
miles. Some years ago tle company asked for 
authority to extend the Cut Knife branch north- 
westerly and westerly to Edmonton. This would 
add probably another 150 miles. No doubt this 
and other branches to the eastward from Ed- 
monton will be built in due course, and as well 
further extensions in the Peace River country. 
With geographical and topographical conditions 
such that over one thousand miles of C.P.R. line 
at present in operation is so situated as to find 
its nearest ocean port at Vancouver, by way of 
Edmonton and Jasper, it is reasonable to believe 
that before many years, with the normal and 
natural progress of the country, there will be 
two thousand or more. Even now the Waier- 
ways railway, 310 miles in tength and the Blind 
Man Valley line, 40 miles, both owned by the 
Alberta government, must give their coast traf- 
fic to either the C.N.R. or the National systems.

EDMONTON, ALBERTA 


A C.P.R. line through the Jasper pass to Von 
couver may possibly be looked upon as an absurd 
suggestion at the present time, But it must 
come sometime if the products of the prairies ore 
to be marketed to the best advantage of the pro 
ducers, and if the C.P.R. is to continue to play 
its present leading part in the transportation oor 
vice of the Weat. 

The late government in its wisdom (f) saw fit 
to tear up the track on one of the two railway 
grades through the Jasper pass. One track will 
carry all the traffic that is offering to the Na 
tional railways at the present time. Why not 
offer the abaridoned grade( with bridges and 
Station buildings intact). to the C.P.R. as an in 
ducement to buiid from the western outlet of the 
pass to the nearest, or most advantageous, con 
nection on their main line in B.C, As it stands, 
the grade is of no use to the National railways, 
the Government, or to anyone else. Possibly in 
parts it may be made into an automobile road, 
but there are many practical difficulties in the 
way, besides those of finance 

A few miles beyond the western outlet of the 
pass the Vancouver branch of the National 
crosses Cenoe river on the way to the Albreda 
summit, whero it enters the valley of the North 
Thompson, which it follows down grade to the 
Fraser and the sea. The Canoe river flows 
southerly and enters the Columbia at the Big 
Bend. From the crossing by the National of the 
Canoe river the distance to the Columbia is about 
60 miles, and from the Big Bend to Revelstoke 
on the main line the distance is less than 75 
miles. From the western outlet of the pass to 
Revelstoke by way of the Canoe river and the 
Columbia is therefore less than 150 miles, This 
is all the new construction that would be neces- 
sary to put the northern part of the C.P-R, 
prairie system on an equality with the National 
in the matter of gredes westward. Incidentally, 
it wauld develop 150 miles of absolutely new 
country in B.C, which without such railway eon 
struction can never be made of value. Hoth the 
Canoe and Columbia valleys are said to be ex 
ceptionally well timbered, as they have ample 
rainfall. 

Instead of following the Columbia to Revel- 
stoke, which would make a somewhat acute angle, 
and so lengthen the proposed line to the coast, it 
might be found possiblé to leave the Columbia at 
Leporte, some forty miles above Revelstoke, and 
reach the Seymour arm of Shuswap lake by way 
of a pass that was used by the gold miners of the 
60's in going to and from the placer diggings 
theh being worked on the streams entering ‘he 
Columbia on its east bank above Laporte, If 
this pass should be found practicable the wester 
ly and northerly shores of Shuswap Jake might 
be followed to Shuswap station on the main line. 
This would involve about 25 miles wore rail 
construction than a line to Revelstoke, * 
would give a much shorter line from Jasper to 
the coast when completed. It would indeed be 
little if any longer than the National line down 
the North Thompson. The distance from Morez 
on the National at the eastern outlet of the Jas- 
per pass to Kamloops is 217 miles. 
tance following the Canoe river, the Columbia to 
Laporte and then the north shore of Shuswap 
lake is about the same. » 

The whole mileage either to. Revelstoke or 
Shuswap would develop new and valuable terri- 
tory that otherwise can either be only partially 
developed or cannot be developed at all. Access 
by the C.P.R, to the Jasper pass would give com 
petitive railway service to the mountain coal 
mines which now are dependent solely on the 
National; and might lead to the development of 
other mines or other fields as the demand for 
coal increased with the progress of the country. 
The timber resources of the Canoe and Oolum- 
bia valleys would be a valuable addition to the 
supply of one of the most pressing necessities of 
the prairies. 

All of which is respectfully submitted for the 
consideration of the people of the northern 
prairie areas, including the citizens of Edmon- 
ton; likewise the citizens of the coast cities of 
British Columbia; the chiefs of the ©.P.R, com- 
pany, and the governments of British Columbia 
ond the Dominion,
